Notes  for  Montana: 

1.  Serological  tests  for  leptospirosis  are  referred  to  the  Rocky  Mountain  Laboratory  in 
Hamilton,  Montana.    This  is  one  of  their  research  projects  and  Dr.  Stoenner  is  anxious  to 
receive  serum  specimens  from  cases  of  aseptic  meningitis  or  encephalitis  of  suspected 
leptospiral  etiology. 

2.  We  use  the  ox-cell  hemolysin  test  for  infectious  monocucleosis. 

3.  For  suspected  cases  of  mycoplasmal  pneumonia  we  employ  complement  fixation. 
A.    Referred  to  the  Center  for  Disease  Control,  Atlanta,  Ga. 

5 o    Tests  for  psittacosis  (chlamydial  diseases)  are  referred  to  the  Rocky  Mt.  Lab. 

6.  Pathologic  Anatomy  should  be  included  in  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  only  when  a 
board  certified  pathologist  is  employed. 

7,  PAP  smears  are  done  routinely  in  the  Family  Planning  Clinics  in  Montana. 
8o    Tests  done  in  the  field  in  connection  with  the  diabetes  screening  program. 
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9.    Total  cholesterols  are  done  for  the  Preventive  Health  Services  Bureau  only  in 

connection  with  a  special  heart  screening  project. 
10o    Referred  to  PHS,  Radiological  Lab.,  Las  Vegas 
11.    Done  in  Attorney  General's  laboratory  in  Missoula. 

Twenty-seven  out  of  the  sixty-five  services  listed  are  available  from  the  Montana  State 
Department  of  Health 

There  is  no  strict  definition  of  what  constitutes  public  health  laboratory  work. 
A  logical  one  would  be  to  define  it  as  work  done  in  State  Health  Laboratories.    This  has 
expanded  greatly  in  recent  years.    The  widest  variety  of  services  is  offered  by  the  state 
laboratory  in  Wisconsin.    The  regulation  of  public  health  work  in  laboratories  in  Montana 
is  provided  for  in  Board  Regulation  60-001.    Paragraph  C.  states:    "All  laboratories  doing 
public  health  work  in  the  state  of  Montana  shall  register  with  the  State  Department  of 
Health  on  or  before  June  1,  1935".    Such  laboratories  have  to  meet  certain  requirements. 
The  general  application  of  this  regulation  has  been  called  into  question  in  connection  with 
testing  of  fluids  from  the  human  body  for  drugs.    An  opinion  written  by  the  attorney  for 
the  department  and  concurred  in  by  the  attorney    general,  limits  our  jurisdiction  under 
this  regulation  to  laboratory  examinations  necessary  in  the  investigation  of  communicable 
diseases  as  provided  in  paragraph  A  of  the  regulation.    Their  thesis  is  that  the  ante- 
cedents in  the  regulation  must  be  considered  and  subsequent  paragraphs  relate  to  preceding 
ones.    The  first  and  second  are  explicit  in  referring  to  tests  of  body  fluids  for  the 
determination  of  the  presence  or  absence  of  an  infectious  agent  in  the  material  examined. 
Laboratories  in  hospitals  licensed  by  the  State  of  Montana  come  under  hospital  regulations 
and  they  do  cover  other  aspects  of  laboratory  work.    However,  in  other  laboratories,  our 
responsibility  is  limited  to  tests  for  infectious  agents  except  in  laboratories  which 
serve  Medicare  or  Medicaide  patients. 

Laboratories  performing  analysis  for  ethyl  alcohol  come  under  Board  Regulation 
60-002,    The  state  laboratory  is  responsible  for  such  analyses  unless  they  are  performed 
in  a  laboratory  having  a  director  meeting  qualifications  specified  by  Code  of  Federal 
Regulations,  Title  20,  Chapter  III,  part  405.
